xe same family from which Ann 
laseltine, the first wife of the 
ly day missionary; Adoniram 
udson. descended. 
-Both Joshua Seale, Sr., and 
wyaries Seale fought in the 
tevolutionary War. After the 
isastrous battle of Camden, 
louth Carolina, on the 16th day of 
aa pe seer yah et 
sand hil reassi; to the 
ommand of Col. Francis Marion.

Atmost all of these early 
farmers would move into an area 
and farm it for a while. Then after 
encountering problems with the 
Indians, 3 from an 
outbreak of some deadly disease 
or finding that their land was not 
all that they had originally 
thought it to be, they moved on. 

Sometimes when they stayed in 
one area for a number of years 
and farmed the same land with 
the same crops year after year, 
they simply wore the land out 
making it impossible to make a 
crop. Because land was s0 
plentiful at that time, these 
people were generally not soil 
conservationists, but i 
would rid themselves of their 


land where they lived but merely 


“lived on it and worked it, 


else. 

Although these people’s lives 
were filled with hard work and 
oftentimes loneliness and despair, 
they daily lived a life filled with 
adventure. Can you imagine going 
to the fields to work always 
having to be sure that your loaded 
gun was propped against a nearby 
cil of Toes ten iteaiial 

or human form 
itself? 

Neither were these le 
encumbered with ll 
worldly possessions that we have 
today. Basically everything that 
they owned could be loaded into a 
wagon or tied on to the sides of it. 
When moving they usually only 
carried their food, their clothing 
(one or two cl apiece, not a 
closet or two of clothes), their 
seeds for the next year's crop, 


Joshua Seale, Sr., died in 1864, 
after his wife, Ellender Haseltine 
Seale, died in 1883, They are both 
buried in the Indian Creek 
Cemetery or Seale Cemetery as it 
is called by some. 

The Seale men were large in 
stature. They lived a ee 
outdoors type of lifestyle. n 
Joshua Seale, Sr., died, he still 
had all of his teeth, although they 
were almost worn down to the 
gums. He still had all of his teeth 
because he never ate the fine 
foods such as we have today. 


It is thought that young Joshua . 


W. Seale, son of James Monroe 
and Mary Seale, possibly followed 


them to Texas, but he went to._ 


Brazos , Texas, to scout 
around for a place to settle. 
However, due to recent Indian 
uprisings and some massacres 

, he abandoned the idea and 
returned home. 

Two of Joshua Seale, Sr.'s, 
slaves, Richard Seale and his 
wife, Phyllis, known as “Uncle 
Dick” and “Aunt Phyllis", who 
came with them to Texas, 
remained with the Seale family as 
long as they lived. “Unele Dick” 
was able to acquire some 
education and became . the 
overseer for the Joshua Seale, 
Sr., plantation in the Indian Creek 
community. Although born in a 
slave pen in Alexandria, Virginia, 
“Uncle Dick”, who was once given 
‘ coin by Nr George 

ashington to quiet hi: ing at 
a parade, was scedastiows hg Cat 
to do a work for Him. He had a 
great concern for the spiritual 
welfare of his people. Soon after 
arriving in Texas, with the help of 
Joshua Seale, Sr., he 
the Dixie Baptist Church for his 
people becoming its pastor. This 
was the first chureh of its kind in 


at 


staying or living with them. 
Everything seemed to be going 


just great. 

In 1861, apps wae Seale, 
age 61, and his son, rge, age 
18, left their home, joining the 
Shubuta Rifles to aid the 
Confederacy. James Monroe 
Seale enlisted and served as a 
fifer. His oldest son, Joshua W. 


Seale, was fighting for the Morgan, 


Confederacy, rising to the rank of 
Major. His oldest daughter's 
husband was also fighting for the 
Confederacy. 

They surely thought that they 
would give the Union forces a 
good “run for their money” and 
return home in time to put the 
spring crops in. However, the war 
dragged “on for four long, hard 
years, taking its toll from every- 
one whether at home or in actual 
service. The Seale family,. like 
almost everyone around them, 
lost just about everything that 


they had. In addition their son, ° 


George, had contacted tuberculo- 
sis a8 a result from exposure 
during the War, dying of the 
disease six months after the end 
of the War, 

Their oldest daughter, Martha, 
and her husband, Dr. James L. 
Sansom, immediately left for 
Texas in 1866 upon his return 
from the War. Their second 
daughter’s husband went to 
Texas in 1866 with Lydia

To them were born six 
children. One of them was a girl 
named Tommie Marie Winn (after 
her mother’s brother and

Was it an accident or a 
coincidence that the child, Dixie 
Lee, born in Leon County, Texas,

(Shepherd Springs), Clarke Coun- 
ty, Mississippi? The families of 
James Monroe Seale and Alexari- 
der Shepherd lived next door to 
each other at Shepherd Springs, 
Clarke County, Mississippi, when 
the census was taken in 1850. As 
far as is known, there was never 
any contact between these 
families after mnigration to Texas. 
This fact was not known until 
about 1978 when a copy of the 
1850 Clarke County, Mississippi 
census page was obtained 
showing both of these families.

To Joshua and Ellender 
Haseltine Seale, Sr., were born 14 
thildren, but the only one that we 
will mention is their sixth child, 
‘ames Monroe, born the 14th 
November, 1809, in North 
Zarolina.

In 1840, in Clarke County, 
Mississippi, we find James 
Monroe Seale and his family of 
five living with their three slaves, 
His father, Joshua Seale, Sr., and 
his wife, Ellender, were living not 
far from them also with their 
three slaves. Neither of the 
women could read or write. They 
each received several land grants 
for land which was sit near 
the various pieces of land owned 
by George Knight in several 


different locations, This leads me ° 


to definitely believe that these 
men knew each other down in 
Marion County, Mississippi, dur- 
ing the late 1820s.

Seale’s son-in-law, Thomas Evans 
Bridges, husband of their next to 
oldest daughter, Emma Etta, died 
on the 27th of September, 1890, at 
the age of 34.

He and 
his wife had previously lost two 
children. 

Joshua W. Seale died the 19th 
of September, 1892. He is buried 
in the Wedgeman-Sansom Ceme- 
tery near Seale, Robertson 


As has already been outlined, 
all of the older Seales, who had 
migrated from Mississippi to 
Texas had died. After arrival in 
Texas, most of the contact 
between people who had known 
each other in Mississippi was 
minima! unless they were 
neighbors because of distance and 
their methods of transportation. 
Soon contact was broken and lost 
because of this. 

Tommie Marie Winn married 
and had a daughter who was 
named Dixie Lee, a Texan and a 
Southerner, not only by birth, but 
in name also. The name, Dixie, 
stands by itselfl The name, Lee, 
was for the grandmother named 
Callie Lee. Her Callie had been for 
one of her father’s sisters; the Lee 


had been for her dmother. No 
, doubt also, the was for the 
great Confederate hero, General 


Robert E. Lee, not only a great 
general, but even greater (though 
many have heard nothing about 
it) a great Christian leader whose 
life exemplified all that he 
believed in and stood for.

The Legg Coat of Arms illustrated left was drawn by an heraldic 
artist from information officially recorded in ancient heraldic 
archives. Documentation for the Legg Coat of Arms design can be found in Burke's 
General Armory . Heraldic artists of old developed their own unique language 

to describe an individual Coat of Arms. In their language, the Arms (shield) is 

as follows: ——— 


"Barry wavy of ten or and az. three torteaux, in chief as many 
fleurs-de-lis gu." 
When translated the blazon also describes the original colors of the Legg Arms 
as it appeared centuries ago. 
Family mottos are believed to have originated as battle cries in medieval times. 
A Motto was not recorded with this Legg Coat of Arms. 
Individual surnames originated for the purpose of more specific identification. 
The four primary sources for second names were: occupation, location, father's 
name, or personal characteristics. The surname Legg appears to be locational, character- . 
istic, and patronymical in origin, and is believed to be associated with the English and 
Norwegian's, meaning, “dweller at, or near a meadow"; “one who had unusual legs"; and, 
“descendant of Leggr (leg).“ The supplementary sheet included with this report 
is designed to give you more information to further your understanding of the 
origin of names. Different spellings of the same original surname are a common 
occurrence. Dictionaries of surnames indicate probable spelling variations of Legg 
to be Leggett, Leggr, Legge, Leggie, Leggy, Leg, Legs, Legitt, Leggitt, Legges, Leggre, 
Leggrs, Leggres, Leggetts, and Leggs . Although bearers of the old and disting- 
uished Legg name comprise a small fraction of the population there are a number 
who have established for it a significant place in history. They include: ROBIN 
HUMPHREY LEGG (Legge) (1862-1933) English critic who was Music Editor of the London 
"Daily Telegraph" from 1908 to 1933. GEORGE LEGG (Legge) (1648-1691) English Admiral 
who was the grandnephew of George Villiers, the first Duke of Buckingham. GEORGE was 
appointed Admiral and Commander~in-Chief by James the Second for the purpose of attacking 
and repelling the Dutch fleets; this, however, he failed to do, and remained inactiye 
until after the flight of James, later submitting to William III. In 1691, he was accused 
of treason and was committed to the Tower of London where he died. HENRY BILSON LEGG 
(Legge) (1708-1764) English politician who was Secretary of Ireland in 1739; entered 
Parliament in 1740; and, in 1745, became Lord of the Admiralty. In 1748, he was Envoy 
Extraordinary to the King of Prussia, and in 1754, was appointed Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer. JAMES LEGG (Legge) (1815-1897) Scottish Missionary to Malacca and Hong Kong 
from 1839 to 1873, who was appointed Professor of Chinese at Oxford University in 1876.

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youR NAME AND YOUR COAT OF ARMS -- -- 


Until about 1100 A.D. most people in 
Europe had only one name (This is still 
true in some primitive countries today). 
As the population increased it became 
awkward to live ina village wherein 
perhaps 1/3 of the males were named 
John, another sizable percentage named 
William, and so forth. 


And so, to distinguish one John from 
another a second name was needed. There 
were four primary sources for these 
second names. They were: a man's occupa- 
tion, his location, his father's name or 
some peculiar characteristic of his. 
Here are some examples. 


Occupation: The local house builder, 
food preparer, grain grinder and suit 
maker would be named respectively: John 
Carpenter, John Cook, John Miller, and 
John Taylor. 


Location: The John who lived over the 
hill became known as John Overhill, the 
one who dwelled near a stream might be 
dubbed John Brook or perhaps John 
Atbrook. 


Patronymical: (father's name): Many of 
these surnames can be recognized by the 
termination---son, such aS Williamson, 
Jackson, etc. Some endings used by 
other countries to indicate "son" are: 
Armenian's---ian, Dane's and Norwegian's 
---sen, Finn's---nen, Greek's---pulos, 
Spaniard’s---ez, and Pole's---wiecz . 
Prefixes denoting "son” are the Welsh--- 
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Priceless Gifts From History 


Ap, the Scot's and 
the Norman‘s---Fitz. The 


Irish---Mac, and 
Irish 0O' 


incidentally denotes grandfather. 


Characteristic: An unusually small 
person might be labeled Small, Short, 
Little or Lytle. A large man might be 
named Longfellow, Large, Lang, or Long. 
Many persons having characteristics of a 
certain animal would be given the animal's 
name. Examples: a sly person might be 
named Fox; a good swimmer, Fish; a quiet 
man, Dove; etc. 


In addition to needing an extra name for 
identification, one occupational group 
found it necessary to go a step further. 
The fighting man: The fighting man of 
the Middle Ages wore a metal suit of 
armor for protection. Since this suit of 
armor included a helmet that completely 
covered the head, a knight in full battle 
dress was unrecognizable. To prevent 
friend from attacking friend during the 
heat of battle, it became necessary for 
each knight to somehow identify himself. 
Many knights accomplished this by paint- 
ing colorful patterns on their battle 
shields. These patterns were also woven 
into cloth surcoats which were worn over 
a suit of armor. Thus was born the term, 
"Coat of Arms." : 


As this practice grew more popular, it 
became more and more likely that two 
knights unknown to each other might be 
using the same insignia. To prevent 
this, records were kept that granted the 


right to a particular pattern to a 
particular knight. His family also 
shared his right to display these arms. 
In some instances, these records have 
been preserved and/or compiled into book 
form. The records list the family name 
and an exact description of the "Coat of 
Arms" granted to that family. 


Interest in heraldry is increasing daily. 
This is especially true among people who 
have a measure of family pride and who 
resent attempts of our society to reduce 
each individual toa series of numbers 
stored somewhere in a computer. In our 
matter-of-fact day and age, a "Coat of 
Arms"is one of the rare devices remaining 
that can provide an incentive to preserve 
our heritage. We hope you'll agree that 
it is much more than just a wall 
decoration. 


If you are interested in a more in-depth 
study of the subject of this paper, may 
we suggest you contact the genealogical 
department of any  fair-sized public 
library. We especially recommend the 
"Dictionary of American Family Names” 
published by Harper & Row and also "The 
Surnames of Scotland" available from the 
New York Public Library as excellent 
sources on the meaning of surnames.

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JOHN HENRY JACK LEGG 
Born January 23, 1865, Died October 16, 1932 


The following is the history of John Henry Jack Legg. Research 
accomplished by Nellie Myers Childers, daughter of Lillie Mae "Maggie" Legg 
Myers. , 


John Henry Jack Legg was born in the city of Plymouth, Devonshire 
England January 23, 1865. He was the son of Arthur Legg and his mother's 
maiden name was Norsworthy. ; 

Accounts of his early life in England are scanty, mostly being 
passed down by family members. My mother, Lillie Mae "Maggie" Legg told 
me her father was apprenticed out to a tailor at the age of 14 years as 
was the custom in England at that time. Soon afterwards he ran away and 
went to sea. He landed somewhere on the Gulf Coast about 1880. He met 
beautiful Cynthia Isobell Seal and fell deeply in love with her. He jumped 
ship and a Mr. McIntosh hid him out from the authorities until his ship set 
sail for the return trip to England. 

Mary Cynthia Melissa Isobell Seal was born November 30, 1864 in 
Kiln, Mississippi which was in Marion County at that time. Her parents were 
William Willis Seal and Margaret Louisa Collins. 

John Henry Jack Legg and Mary Cynthia Melissa Isobell Seal were 
married September 23, 1884 by Howard W. Wilkerson, J. P. The marriage is 
recorded on Page 8, Book P Hancock County Court Records. 

I have been told by a first cousin of my mother that Jack and 
Cynthia had a very happy home. They were the parents of 10 sons and 2 daughters. 
Thomas Alexander, Henry Edward, twins James Lemuel and John Washington, Joseph 
Jackson, Robert Lawrence, George Wilson, Margaret Adeline "Sis", Willis Wesley, 
an infant son who was still born, Lillie Mae "Maggie", and Harvey Hector. 

By all accounts there were 52 grandchildren that lived past the age of 9 or 
10 years. 
Lamar County Court records in Purvis, Mississippi show that John 


Henry Jack Legg became a naturalized citizen of the United States in 1898. 
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It is not certain the exact date that John Henry and Cynthia came 
to Lumberton. They built a cabin in the upper or western part of Lumberton 
about one block south of Main Street, a region of town referred to as 
"old smokey row". They lived at this location until they moved to Red Top, 
Mississippi and built a house. They lived at Red Top until about 1929 at 
which time, they sold and moved to Hattiesburg. 

John Henry invested his money in the bank at Hattiesburg and took 
a job. He was Night Watchman for the construction company that was installing 
the sewer system for the city of Hattiesburg. Most of his money was lost in 
the stock market crash of 1929. Only a few cents on the dollar was recovered. 

; I recall the often repeated story of the hobo coming by on the 

@ railroad and stopped by Grandpaw's house. When Grandpaw discovered the man 
was from England, he was real excited. He told the man how he managed to 
settle in America. He requested that he should try to locate members of his 
family when he returned to England. While going through some of my mother's 
personal effects after her death, I discovered some letters that appear to 
be the result of Grandpaw's visit with the hobo from England. I am attaching 
copies of these letters, two from a cousin and two from the hobo. 

Mary Cynthia Melissa Isobell Seal Legg died March 3, 1932 in 
Lumberton, Mississippi and was buried in Rousefield Cemetery. John Henry Jack 
Legg died October 16, 1932 at Lumberton and is also buried at Rousefield 
Cemetery. The following is the obituary printed in the local paper at the time. 

@ HATTIESBURG RESIDENT DIES WHILE ON VISIT. 
Funeral services were held for J. H. Legg, 68 of Hattiesburg 
at 2:00 o'clock Monday at Lumberton with Reverend Mr. Wallace, 
Baptist pastor officiating. Internment was at Rousefield Cemetery 
south of Hattiesburg. Mr. Legg died Sunday afternoon at about 
5:00 o'clock while on a visit to his daughter, Mrs. Fred Allen of 
Lumberton. He had been in ill health for some time. Survived by 
two daughters, Mrs. Fred Allen of Lumberton and Mrs. L. L. Myers 
of this city and seven sons, H. H. and H. E. of this city, Alex, 
Joe, Bob, John and Willis all of Lumberton. Mr. Legg was a resident 
of Lumberton for 40 years before moving to Hattiesburg. He was a 


member of Our Faith Baptist Church. 
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Ist letter - no envelope and no date. 


My Dear Cousin, 
I am finding your people for you, but will take a little time as 
I am always at work. I will send you the address as soon as I get it so 
don't be out of heart for you shall have it as soon as I can get it. Please 
write soon. I am longing to get your family picture. So glad to hear of 
your farm and cattle. It is so nice for you to have it. Do write and tell 
us all about it as my wife and boy is so interested in your farm. Do you 
grow bananas? We get them here a penny each. My boy is so fond of them. 
They are very good as food. I should like to just peek in on you one day 
so kindly remember us to your wife and family, believe me. 
Your Loving Cousin, 
Bill Legg 
p-s. My name is John William and my son is the same. So it is Johnny and 
Bill. I will write again as soon as I hear from your brother. Goodbye 
and God bless you and all of your family. England is so bad and dull 


for poor people now.

Please remember me to 
your family. Believe me things are bad here just now.

Dear Mr. Legg, 

I write to you to tell you that I am very sorry to say I could 
not send your letter before now..

I will send you another as r have had a short week. I have not been well 
this week. I will stick to my promise I assure you. I will do my best. 

I will send you a map of England and Devonshire. It is a nice 
summer here. The Ciaco is singing and the sun is shining. All is covered 
with buttercups and daisies. I wish you could see them. Don't feel bad 
old friend. How are you going along there? Are you having good times? 

I hope so. Give my best respect to all. When I'm in England, they want 
to call me Pat. God bless you all, black and white. Tell you again, we 
had lost one of our big ship, The Titanic. She was the largest in the 
world. She had a collison with an iceberg off Newboundland. There was 
a lot went down with her. There was a Colne man on it. He was a band 
master and they found his body and are to bring him back to be interned 
here. Did you hear anything about it? I expect I will send you a picture 
of her yet. Tonnage was 4500, it was her lst voyage. Tell Buster, if 
you know him that I am in England. I will send you a daisy. Have you 
forgot what they were like? Show it to Melings and show them what it 
is, One would like to see you old friend. I will have to conclude this 
letter so goodbye.

There has been a terrible lot of blood shed and lots of young 
men called up to join the British Forces, don't know who is next. Next 
week I shall send you an English Newspaper. So look out for Mr. Harry 
Napoleon Bracewell, 37 Avo Street, Middlesborough, Yorkshire, England. 
Hope you and all the boys are quite well and have all the boys at bluegrass. 
Write back and tell me if Buster is there yet and how he is. Tell him 
I want to know how he likes bluegrass. So good night until I hear from 
you again. Hope it will be soon.
